REVIEWS NEWS PRINT CASE 


Contends That the Government Has Not Fulfilled Its Obligations 
with Regard to Price Fixing—Letter Has Been Sent to the 
Attorney General Requesting the Taking of Appeals to the 
Circuit Court Judges from the Decision of the Federal 
Trade Commission and Future Proceedings Will Depend 
Upon the Reply Made to That Request—Urge Continued 
Efforts to Obtain Water Power Legislation. 


The American Newspaper Publishers Association held its meet- 
ing in New York last week and re-elected Frank B. Glass, editor 
of the Birmingham News, president, and Elbert H. Baker, of the 
Cleveland Plain Dealer, chairman of the committee on paper. 
L. B. Palmer was appointed general manager to succeed himself. 


Report of Paper Committee 

The paper committee submitted the following report: 

“At the time the members of the association last assembled in 
convention, to wit, April, 1918, the proceedings were pending 
before the Federal Trade Commission to determine the just 
and reasonable maximum prices and terms of contract for news 
print paper, beginning April! 1, 1918, according to the provisions 
of the agreement made by the Attorney-General of the United 
States with certain news print manufacturers under date of 
November 26, 1917. 


Review of F. T. C. Proceedings 

“The taking of testimony was completed and the case argued 
and submitted to the Trade Commission on June 5. On June 18 
the commission rendered its findings, by which it fixed the basis 
for news print rolls in carload lots, f. o. b. mill, at $3.10 per 100 
pounds. The commission made no statement in its findings as to 
investment and cost, which formed the basis for its conclusion 
that $3.10 per 100 pounds was a just and reasonable maximum 
price of news print paper, except that it indicated that it had 
excluded from its calculations any allowance in investment for 
‘going value.’ 

“The manufacturers appealed from this decision to the Circuit 
Judges of the Second Court. The appeal was argued before the 
judges on August'15 and 16, 1918, and the decision of the judges 
increasing the award: ‘of the commission to $3.50 per 100 pounds 
for roll news in. car.lots was handed down October 2, 1918. The 
judges supported their conclusions with findings both as to the 
investments and the costs of the manufacturers, with a statement 
of the principles, pursuant to which the price was to be deter- 
mined and a statement of their calculations by which they ar- 
rived at the price of $3.50 per 100 pounds. 


Investments and Interest 

“The judges stated that they found the average cost of manufac- 
ture of April 1; 1918, to be $48 per ton in Canada and $53 per ton 
in the United States, or an average for-the eight signatory com- 
panies, whose costs were. taken, of $50.25 per ton. 

“While these figures of cost were very high, the maximum price 
would still have been within reason were it not for the findings 
of the judges with respect of investments and the rate of return 
which should be allowed the manufacturers. The manufacturers 
are given credit for an investment of $39,500 per ton of daily 
capacity, made up of an allowance of $25,000 for tangibles, $2,500 
for intangibles, being so-called going value, and $12,000 for work- 
ing capital, and the rate of return was fixed at 15 per cent. 

“Through the use of these figures the manufacturers were al- 
lowed a profit of $19.75 per ton,-which added to the average cost, 
as found of $50.25 per ton gave a total for the maximum selling 
price of news print rolls of $70 per ton, or $3.50 per 100 pounds. 









and this in the face of the Federal Trade Commission’s report 
that in the four years, 1913 to 1916, inclusive, the average profit of 
the United States and Canadian mills combined ranged from $5.35 
to $7.55 per ton. 

“At the outset in stating their findings the judges held that the 
principles applied by the courts of authority in regulating rates 
for public utilities should be followed in this proceeding as nearly 
as possible, and in light of such principles they fixed the capital 
investment, including allowance for going concern value, at $39,500 
per ton of daily capacity. 

Rate of Return 

“This of itself would not, however, have resulted in the fixing 
of an excessive price for paper if the judges had applied the 
same principles of public utilities rate fixing cases to the deter- 
mination of the rate of return. Instead of extending such prin- 
ciples to the very important matter of rate of return, which 
would have required a finding of not to exceed 6 or 7 per cent, 
the judges arbitrarily fixed the return at 15 per cent. per annum 
net, after full allowance for all costs of manufacturing and depre- 
ciation, thereby giving the manufacturers an average profit ap- 
proximately three times greater than they are shown to have 
earned for a substantial period of years prior to 1917, when this 
country entered the war. 

“Had the judges eliminated their allowance of $2,500 per ton 
of daily capacity of going concern value and established a rate 
of return at 10 per cent. per annum net, the resulting price would 
have been the $3.10 per 100 pounds fixed by the Federal Trade 
Commission. 

“In the latter part of July, 1918, prior to the hearing and de- 
cision by the Circuit judges of the price of $3.10 fixed by the 
Trade Commission, the manufacturers made application to the 
Federal Trade Commission for the fixing of new prices for May 1, 
June 1, and July 1, 1espectively, upon the claim of increase in 
costs aggregating approximately $10 per ton, by reason of ad- 
vances in freight rates, wages and cost of pulp-wood. 

“The application was opposed by us and decision was reserved 
by the Trade Commission until the Circuit judges should an- 
neunce their findings as to the correctness of the $3.10 price. 

“Shortly after the judges, on October 2, announced their de- 
cision, we brought to the attention of the Federal Trade Com- 
mission the cost figures which had* been developed in the news 
print price-fixing proceedings in Canada, which demonstrated that, 
contrary to the claim of the manufacturers, made in the com- 
mission in July, there was no increase in cost subsequent to 
April 1, 1918, but that on the contrary there had been a decrease 
in cost; and we requested the Trade Commission to investigate 
the costs subsequent to April 1 before rendering a decision on 
the. manufacturers’ application. for increased prices at May 1, 
June 1, and July 1. 

“It was pointed out to the commission that, although as to 
some of the mills there had been some increase in freight and 
labor, the available facts clearly pointed to a net decrease in cost 
by reason of the larger decreases which had taken place in other 
items. 

The Profit Question 


“The commission, however, seemingly lacking in appreciation 
of the duty which it owed to us from its acceptance of the ap- 
poiiitment as’ the arbiter in the proceeding, ignored our com- 
munication and requests and on October 19 released supplemental 
findings disallowing .the.claim for wood cost increase, but, by 
reason of advances in wages and freight, increasing the May 1 
price to $3.63% per 100 pounds and the July 1 price to $3.75% 
per 100 pounds. at 

“These increased prices were granted by the Trade Commission 
in the face of its own statement in its supplemental findings that 
it believes. the average profit of $19.75, which was allowed by 
the Circuit judges, to be ample to absorb all increases in wood 
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cost, labor cost and freight charges up to that time, and in the 
face of the proof that the increases granted applied only to two 
of the mills, to wit, International Paper Company and Spanish 
River Company, and the concession by the manufacturers’ counsel 
that it did not apply equally to all the mills, and not at all as to 
some of the mills. 

“Following this remarkable decision application was made to 
the Attorney-General for the taking of an appeal to the Circuit 
judges from these supplemental prices and for a new investigation 
and fixing of prices from May, 1918. This application was neces- 
sarily addressed, in the first instance, to the Attorney-General, 
because the agreement which the Attorney-General promulgated 
with the manufacturers gives. no right of review or right to 
demand investigattion to us except the same be requested by him, 
our trustee, of the judges and of the commission, respectively. 

“The Attorney-General suggested an application to the Trade 
Commission for a rehearing as to the May and July prices, 
instead of the request for a review to the Circuit judges, and 
his suggestion was immediately followed, a petition for such re- 
hearing being filed by us with the Trade Commission. 


Price As of August 1 

“Considerable delay resulted, as the Attorney-General seemed 
loath to request a re-investigation and refixing of prices as asked 
by us, notwithstanding that they had shown clearly a prima 
facie case. 

“Finally, on January 21, 1919, the Attorney-General did request 
the Trade Commission to investigate and fix new prices beginning 
August 1, 1918. Preliminary hearings were then held upon this 
application at the instance of the Trade Commission for the avowed 
purpose of determining the scope of the inquiry. 

“After two hearings the commission announced that it would 
deny the application for rehearing of the May and July prices 
on the ground that we, if dissatisfied with the commission’s de- 
cision as to such prices, had a right to appeal to the Circuit 
judges. 

“As to the application for the fixing of new prices beginning 
August 1, the commission released on March 28, 1919, a decision 
to the effect that it declined to reopen the case and to investigate 
and fix prices as it had previously agreed to do because it was 
without funds to pay for the necessary cost of investigation. 

“And this in the face of an offer which under no circumstances 
should it have been necessary for us to make. 

“When the agreement between the manufacturers and the At- 
torney-General was entered into in the latter part of 1917, both 
the Trade Commission and the Circuit judges agreed to accept the 
duties imposed upon them. 

“By the agreement it was required that they should investigate 
and fix and re-investigate and refix prices from time to time 
whenever requested so to do during the period of the war and 
for three months thereafter. 

“Relying upon this agreement and upon the acceptances by the 
Trade Commission and the Circuit judges of the duties imposed 
upon them by the terms of the agreement, the publishers made 
contracts throughout the year 1918 whereby they purchased and 
agreed to pay for hundreds of thousands of tons of news print 
paper at prices to be fixed and refixed from time to time by the 
commission and by the judges. 

“They entered into such contracts relying upon the assurance 
of the Attorney-General that there would be a re-investigation 
and refixation of prices whenever conditions required. The initial 
price fixed under the agreement as of April 1, 1918, is based upon 
the costs of the winter months of January, February, and March, 
the high-cost months of the year. 

“Nevertheless, when relief is requested by the publishers and 
demand made for the fixing of a fair price from May 1, 1918, 
based upon prevailing conditions, they are to be denied the rights 
guaranteed them by the Government, because the governmental 
body selected to carry out the agreement is without funds to 
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perform its work. We are thus denied not only substantial jus- 
tice, but even our day in court. 


Government Owes a Duty 

“In this situation the Government owes the publishers a duty 
which it should be called upon to fulfill, The agreement in 
question under which we have all been committed, and under 
which many of us hold contracts, grew out of an indictment of 
the manufacturers for violation of the Sherman Law. 

“The agreement was put through by the Department of Justice. 
The Department of Justice provided the means by which the agree- 
ment should be carried out and reserved to the Attorney-General 
and to the Trade Commission, a governmental body, the right 
to investigate or command an investigation of the manufacturers’ 
costs. 

“The right to investigate the books of the manufacturers is 
given neither. to the Circuit judges nor to the publishers, and 
we are therefore helpless to obtain adequate relief unless the 
necessary investigations are made by the Attorney-General or 
by the Trade Commission. 

“Our counsel, therefore, under date of April 9, caused to be 
sent to the present Attorney-General a communication setting forth 
the facts with respect of these proceedings and specifically re- 
questing the taking of appeals to the Circuit judges from the 
decisions of the Trade Commission and in aid thereof an exami- 
nation by the Attorney-General of the books and records of the 
manufacturers, in so far as the same relate to the manufacture 
and sale of news print paper and from and after April 1, 1918. 

“Future proceedings will depend upon the reply made to that 
letter and we trust that he will use his good offices to carry out 
the agreement of his predecessor to insure to the publishers a 
supply of paper at fair prices. 

Report on Water Power Legislation 

“The failure to secure, at the session of Congress just ad- 
journed, the passage of the water power measure upon which 
the Committee on Paper has been working for the past year and 
one-half, appears to have been solely the result of the filibuster 
during the last three days of Congress. 

“The Water Power Bill, which is known as the Administration 
Measure, was passed by the House by a vote of 264 to 65, and 
was ready for introduction in the Senate, where it undoubtedly 
would have received a sufficient majority had not the introduction 
of this and other pending bills been blocked by the filibuster. 

“Tt is not too much to say that the work of the Committee on 
Paper of the American Newspaper Publishers’ Association made 
the present bill possible, and that the information it disseminated 
and its work on the legislation has been the chief factor in recon- 
ciling the various factions which have made it impossible here- 
tofore to secure adequate water power legislation. 

“The Administrative Water Power Bill was the result of up- 
wards of a year and one-half of steady work and consideration 
of all phases of the legislation and every clause therein was ex- 
haustively considered at hearings and conferences, and was finally 
reported out unanimously and approved and supported by the 
Administration and all other parties and interests, and, in addi- 
tion, had the general support of the different sections of the 
country heretofore in controversy on this legislation. 

“The essential features may be briefly stated as follows: 

“1, Control and ownership of the water powers remains in the 
Government and does not pass to private individuals. 

“2. In the development of water power resources, the first 
rights of development lie in the Government, next in State and 
and municipal bodies, and last, by lease, with corporations and 
private individuals. 

“3 The Government can take over or recapture any develop- 
ment at any time after the expiration of the permit on payment 
of the net investment in it, which shall not exceed fair value. 

“4. The matter of rates is under the control of the Public.

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SEND OUT QUESTIONNAIRE 
IN “MISBRANDING” CASES 


Ask Firms About Parchment and Papers With Geographical 
Names—Not to Go to All Manufacturers and Jobbers, 
But Only Those About Which Commission Has No In- 
formation—Attorney General Has Made No Decision 
as to the News Print Case—May Dissolve Industrial 
Board—No Credit Rating on Buyers for Export—lIn- 


formation on German Dye Plants.

Wasuincron, .D. C., April 28, 1919.—Officials of the Federal 
Trade Commission who are working on the so-called paper mis- 
branding case are sending out to many paper mills and jobbers a 
questionnaire asking for certain information. Among other things, 
the questionnaire asks if the firm or mill manufactures or sells 
parchment, whether it manufactures or sells papers with geographi- 
cal names, etc. These questionnaires are not going to all of the 
paper manufacturers and jobbers, but apparently just to those 
about which the Commission has the least information. 


The News Print Case 


According to the best advices obtainable the Attorney-General 
has made no decision yet relative to the latest appeal of the 
American Newspaper Publishers’ Association that the news print 
case be reopened by some other channel than the Federal Trade 
Commission. 

It seems that a number of interesting legal points have been 
brought up as the result of the appeal. Evidently, the Department 
of Justice itself has been asked to act as referee in the case 
because one of the officials of the department has made the re- 
mark that the department is not sure whether it could act as 
referee in the case inasmuch as it is a party to the agreement. 
At any rate, no decision will probably be handed down in the 
appeal by the Attorney-General until some word is received from 
Mark Hyman, who has handled a large part of the news print 
case for the department. 

No action has yet been taken by the Federal Trade Commission 
in the misbranding paper cases. Just when the formal complaints 
will be filed by the Commission cannot be learned. There is much 
routine work to be done in filing 250 or more cases. 


May Dissolve Industrial Board 

Unless Director General Hines of the Railroad Administration 
presents additional facts and data to support his contention that 
the basic price recommendations of the Industrial Board of the 
Department of Commerce are too high or unless he changes his 
position and permits the board to resume its price recommenda- 
tion activities, Secretary of Commerce Redfield will accept the 
resignations of the board members which are now before him, the 
secretary declared in a telegram to Director General Hines. A 


similar telegram also was sent to Mr. Hines by Chairman Peek 
of the Industrial Board, 


Secretary Redfield’s Telegram 


The telegram of Secretary Redfield was as follows: 

“Mr. Tumulty has informed me of the President’s cablegram to 
you requesting co-operation with myself and associates. respecting 
prices. I regret that the meeting of your advisors with the Indus- 
trial Board Thursday failed to advance matters, because they 
candidly stated that they had no new facts and reserved their 
views respecting proper prices. I shall be more than glad, how- 
ever, to take any possible further steps that will bring us in 
accord and relieve existing business tension. I am ready there- 
fore to reconsider candidly all facts you or your representatives 
may care to present and give the same sympathetic attention. You 











are cordially required to ask your representatives to require anew 
with the Industrial Board with the spirit on both sides of gentle. 
men engaged in a common service, seeking a mutual end, speaking 
without reserve and with entire absence of bargaining and with- 
cut thought of maintaining previously expressed opinions save so 
far only as facts may when fully developed justify. I assure you 
in advance that the Industrial Board will act in this spirit, 
Kindly advise if possible by telegraph whether you are prepared 
to act as above suggested. This is asked because you will appre- 
ciate that in the absence of action looking to definite results it 
will be necessary that the members of the Fndustrial Board resume 
their personal affairs.” 


No Credit Rating on Buyers for Export 

The attention of the War Trade Board having been called to 
a statement appearing in the Weekly Bulletin of the American 
Manufacturers’ Export Association of March 29, to the effect that 
“with certain records which have been secured by the Bureau of 
War Trade Intelligence of the War Trade Board as the nucleus 
for the service, it is proposed to build up a new and distinct bureau 
of the Government, whose sole duty it will be to furnish Ameri- 
can exporters with credit ratings on firms in foreign countries 
who purchase American goods,” they have authorized the fol- 
lowing statement: 

“The War Trade Board have no knowledge of the establishment 
of a bureau of the character above described, nor have they 
ever considered a proposal to make available for such purpose 
the records of the Bureau of War Trade Intelligence.” 


Information on German Dye Plants 
Henry Wigglesworth, who was sent to Europe to investigate 
German dye plants by the Department of Commerce, is returning 
without all the information which he sought. It is known that 
while the French and British Governments permitted their repre- 
sentatives to enter and thoroughly inspect the seized enemy plants, 
the American mission at Paris withheld: authorization for Mr. 
Wigglesworth to make such an investigation on the ground of 
ethics. It is likely that Dr. Norton of the du Pont interests will 

go abroad to make some investigations along this line. 


Mr. Snyder Succeeds Dr. Merchant 
Alva Snyder, who has been connected with the paper statistical 
work of the Federal Trade Commission, will be in direct charge 
of that work now that Dr. E. O. Merchant has resigned from 
the Commission. 
Dr. Merchant Pleasantly Surprised 


Prior to leaving the Federal Trade Commission to take up 
his new work with the Container Club, of Chicago, Dr. E. O. 
Merchant was yesterday presented with a very handsome travel- 
ing case, completely equipped, by the members of the economic 
force of the Commission who have been working with him on 
the paper and other statistical work. 

Cotton Linters For Paper Making 

The paper section of the Bureau of Standards has been con- 
ducting experiments for some months with cotton linters for 
paper-making. In this connection the section, in making a report 
cn the subject, says in part: 

“In all experimental runs of the Paper Section of the Bureau 
of Standards no difficulty was encountered in preparing sheets 
of this type from the bleached linters. It should be brought to 
your attention and to the attention of any commercial paper- 
making firm contemplating the use of this material as a raw 
product that no sorting is necessary as in the case of rags; that 
no boiler treatment with lime and soda ash is necessary; that the 
product has already been bleached and, therefore, can be fur- 
nished directly into the beater. In this way the losses usually 


encountered in a paper mill in utilizing rags of even the best 
grade are absolutely avoided. No undue pains were taken in 
beating any more than would be taken in beating rags or similar 
stock.” ’

Through the operation of the pulp and paper clause of the 
Reciprocity bill passed by the United States Congress in 1911, a 
remarkable situation developed in that industry in Canada. While 
American paper and pulp manufacturers have been unsparing 
in their disapproval of the law, Canadian manufacturers for a 
time were inclined to hail it with pleasure. But then a situation 
developed here that was of high importance to the consumers of 
paper in the United States, the facts concerning which have not 
been publicly discussed. 

The paper and pulp clause of the Reciprocity bill passed by 
Congress provided for the admission of pulp and paper to the 
United States free of duty, when manufactured from wood that 
was exported under the regulations of the various Canadian prov- 
inces that had passed laws prohibiting the export of pulp wood 
from Crown lands, i.e., lands held under lease from the Crown. 

The provinces of Quebec, New Brunswick and Ontario had such 
laws in effect at the time of the passage of the bill, but as they 
had no jurisdiction over the products of the freehold lands, wood 
cut from those lands was exportable, and it has been from this 
source that a considerable percentage of the United States paper 
and pulp has been made for years, especially in New England, 
New York and some of the western mills of the United States 
that could take water deliveries of wood. 

The Law Created Privileges 

The immediate effect of the law was to place in a superior posi- 
tion in respect to exports of paper and pulp to the United States 
such Canadian mills as owned considerable areas of freehold 
lands, while Canadian manufacturers whose wood supply came from 
Crown lands, soon began to learn that they were in a decidedly 
inferior position, as they had to face a duty of $5.65 per ton. 

A few of the latter class began buying freehold lands pulp 
wood in open market in competition with American buyers, with 
the producing section of Canada, and more particularly in Eastern 
Quebec, which for years has been the field of United States buyers 
of the raw material. 

For a while those mills manufacturing paper from’ Crown lands 
could face the heavy duty and still compete with the United 
States manufacturers, but the large number of new pulp and paper 
concerns inaugurated in 1910 and starting production in 1911, 
caused overproduction and a slump in the home market. 

It was necessary, therefore, to turn to the American market, and 
it was then that the handicap of the American Customs tariff was 
beginning to be felt. Canadian manufacturers seeking free entry 
for their paper into the United States had to convince the Treas- 
ury Department at Washington through its agents, who frequently 
‘visit Canada, that they were making their paper from wood cut, 





ee, 
from freehold lands. In some cases the Canadian manufacturers 
were able to show the Treasury agents that they had bought all 
their raw material from freehold lands, 

In either case certain manufacturers were able to convince the 
Treasury agents that a certain percentage of their product was 
of such origin, and in such cases they paid duty only on such per- 
centage of the exports as was liable to the old duty. 


Order-in-Council Alters Situation 

This situation, therefore, divided the Canadian paper manufac- 
turers into two classes—those who were enjoying free entry into 
the United States markets and those who only partly enjoyed it, 
The former, who had become owners of freehold lands, were nat- 
urally opposed to any relaxation of the regulations respecting 
the export of wood. The latter finally proposed a scheme which 
in effect was said to amount to an evasion of the United States 
Customs regulations. 

They sought to have their Crown holdings to a certain extent 
placed outside the prohibition of the export of wood cut from 
such lands, with an understanding, however, that they would not 
in fact permit the export of their wood, which they were, of 
course, quite willing to agree to. 

An Order-in-Council was passed which fulfilled their wishes, and 
there the matter has stood ever since, Canadian manufacturers or 
American manufacturers operating in Canada, having a free entry 
to the United States market, while American mills owning Crown 
land leases in Canada are prohibited from taking the raw material 
from these lands to their mills over the border. 


Bringing Money to Canada 

How this policy is building up the pulp and news print industry 
in Canada is shown by a comparison of conditions as now prevail 
ing compared with those prior to the embargo going into effect. 
In 1910, when the embargo was established, less than $25,000,000 
was invested in the industry in this province while the output was 
comparatively unimportant. Today there are forty mills of all 
descriptions in the province devoted to the industry, with a capital 
of $82,842,157, and an annual output valued at close to $50,000,000. 
The industry gives employment to over 10,000 workmen, exclusive 
of woodsmen, distributes in wages some $10,000,000 a year and 
contributes to the provincial treasury, exclusive of ordinary tax- 
ation, some $1,800,000 a year. This increase is largely the result 
of the Government’s policy in prohibiting the export of wood and 
causing it to be manufactured at home. Much of the new capital 
employed is foreign capital, which would otherwise not have found 
its way to Canada. 

Only 75 per cent of the news print paper made in Canada is 
exported to the United States. As shown, the effect of exporting 
the finished product rather than the raw material, the Federal 
Trade Commission of the United States, in a report made in 
1917, pointed out that ten years previously Canada furnished but 
a fraction of 1 per cent of the news print uséd in the States; in 
1909, less than 4 per cent; in 1916, about 30 per cent. Today it is 
even greater. The States consume 2,000,000 tons of news print 
a year, of which Canada supplies more than 600,000 tons. 

President Dodge’s Prediction 

Meanwhile, the exhaustion of wood in the United States is 
making itself increasingly felt. It may be recalled that Philip 
T. Dodge, president of the International Paper Company, com- 
menting on the situation in 1918 said, it was a lamentable fact 
that apart from a few large tracts of spruce wood in New England 
and New York that had been carefully preserved by two large 
paper companies, there is not a stand of spruce east of the Rockies 
that would justify the erection of a 50-ton mill. 

“Manufacturers in this country,” he added, “therefore have had 
to look to Canada, to the spruce forests of Ontario, Quebec, New 
Brunswick and Nova Scotia for the greater part of their pulp- 
wood.”

Have One of the Largest and Most Pleasant Dinners in the 
History of the Association—George Ward Acts as Toast- 
master—Judge Charles F. Moore Speaks for the Victory 
Liberty Loan—E. J. Cattell, City Statistician, Also Speaks 
on National Issues—National President Platt Bespeaks 
Greater Support for the Association—Says That Some- 
thing Definite Has Been Arrived at in Cost Accounting. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

PHILADELPHIA, April 28, 1919—Formal in arrangement yet 
friendly in atmosphere, the annual dinner of the Paper Trade 
Association passed into history tonight in the brilliant Gold Room 
of the Hotei Adelphia as among the pleasantest if not the most 
successful of the trade functions which have done so much to 
stimulate friendliness and develop cameraderie in the trade. In 
point of mere attendance the dinner was among the largest ever 
given, and a majority of the diners and their guests remained 
until the close of the gathering. Failure of the entertainment 
committee, of which Harvey E. Donaghue was chairman, to invite 
National President Harvey E. Platt as a guest, to make provision 
for trade paper representatives or to save speakers from inter- 
ruption was quite overlooked; the diners came to greet each 
other and to listen to the words of cheer given by the speakers, 
and though the jokes of the professional entertainers and the 
menus printed on paper, hand made at the old J. M. Willcox Mill 
down in Chester County a hundred years ago, were both remin- 
iscent of olden days, the stirring appeals for the things of today— 
for the putting over of the Victory Loan and for confidence to 
meet the conditions of after-the-war reconstruction days—received 
a hearty response from the diners. 


George Ward Acts as Toastmaster 

When Chairman George W. Ward dropped the gavel there were 
before him a score of tables ringed about by paper trade folk 
and their personal guests. Along the hall at the speakers’ table 
were seated E. J. Cattell, City Statistician; A. Hartung, Hon. 
Charles F. Moore, Frank O’Neil, Harvey E. Platt, J. H. Sinex 
and J. L. N. Smythe. Mingling with the guests and not infre- 
quently drinking toasts were some members of the band of per- 
formers who later on were to appear on the stage, flooded by 
many colored lights, alternating, which occupied a corner of the 
room, 

Toastmaster Ward was quite successful in putting every one 
at his ease and in developing the spirit of goodfellowship. Said 
he: “There was a time when firms engaging in the paper busi- 
ness in Philadelphia had to be coaxed to lend their physical and 
financial support to the Philadelphia Paper Trade Association. 
The accomplishments, however, of the last two years by the 
National Paper Trade Association in cooperating intelligently with 
the Government has so convinced all distributors handling stock 
in Philadelphia that today we can boast of practically 100 per 
cent membership, 

“In talking to executives engaged in the paper business in other 
cities and in Philadelphia, I have yet to find one man who is not 
a thorough optimist on the future prosperity of the general paper 
industry as a whole. They all admit that business has been dull, 
but all feel that as soon as the League of Nations becomes a 
fact and, last but not least, the Victory Loan is put over, con- 
ditions will right themselves very quickly, and from fair business 
we will go into the best years the paper industry ever has known.” 
Amid applause, he presented Judge Moore, now of the Parsons 
Trading Paper Company, as one who needed no introduction, so 





well had he been identified here in the War Chest campaign, and 
so active is he now in making the Victory Loan successful, 


Judge Moore Speaks on Victory Loan 

Judge Moore devoted himself wholly to national affairs, an 
the transcendent importance at this time of floating the Victory 
Loan. Praising the paper industry for having in the past done 
more than its proportionate share in raising funds for the war, he 
prophesied that it would be equally patriotic on the present occa- 
sion, because in ‘the trade and out it would be supported by 
the good business man, who realized the opportunity for the 
safest kind of an investment; by the honest man, who would insist 
that the debts of the country be paid honorably, and by the patriot, 
Replying to criticisms of waste in expenditures, Judge Moore said 
that perhaps much money had been squandered, but even thereby 
much good had been accomplished, because when Hunland realized 
that a nation which it believed, or professed to believe, consisted 
of mere money-grabbers, had opened the floodgates of the largest 
accumulation of wealth in the world, its doom was sounded. 


Mr. Platt’s Remarks 

The City Statistician, well known to paper trade diners, en- 
thused his hearers as of old. He, too, discussed national rather 
than local problems. Then Toastmaster Ward said: “Those of 
us in Philadelphia who are familiar with Mr. Platt’s untiring 
efforts as vice-president of the Coarse Paper Division of the 
National Paper Trade Association, naturally feel that he earned 
his elevation as president, and we feel sanguine that the National 
Association under his direction will go forward, continuing the 
very good work that it has done under the direction of previous 
presidents. Mr. Platt said: 

“This is an evening for fun and frolic and not a time to talk 
shop. However, as long as I am on my feet, I want to say a 
word about association work, 

“In the first place, I want to call your attention to the fact 
that the National Paper Trade Association does not belong to 
any set of offices or to any officers; it does not belong to any 
group of individuals or to any particular individual. 

“Gentlemen, it is your association, it belongs to you; it is today 
and always will be just what you make it. No one man or no one 
secretary can make an association. It is yours and will always 
give out exactly what you put into it. 

“The work of the National Association is largely educational, 
and I want to mention very briefly two lines of endeavor which 
are occupying a large portion of the stage at the present time. 

“The first, is closer cooperation between manufacturers and dis- 
tributors. This is being brought about by frequent conferences 
between different groups or committees of manufacturers and 
various groups or committees of the distributors. It is resulting 
in a great deal of good, and is clearing away many minor diffi- 
culties or problems which have heretofore existed, and it is bring- 
ing the manufacturer and the distributor on a much closer, friendly 
and cooperative basis. 

The second is continually to outline a more scientific policy of 
merchandising. Under this head, we might mention statistics and 
cost accounting. A great deal of attention today is being paid 
to statistics. That is, statistics in unit of merchandise, namely 
in tons rather than in dollars and cents. 

“The careful study of the statistics of one’s own business fur- 
nishes information that is invaluable in formulating a selling cam- 
paign. It tells one definitely the turnover in stock, it distinguishes 
between profitable and unprofitable lines, and presupposes a per- 
petual inventory. Study of these statistics is absolutely essential 
to intelligent buying from the manufacturers. The proposition 
is so simple and so inexpensive and the results obtained are so 
important that it is meeting with the hearty cooperation of a 
large number of our members. Experience of those members who

have adopted it has proved beyond question invaluable, and we 
are absolutely confident that any distributing house who looks 
into the matter carefully will come to the same conclusion. 

“The matter of cost accounting has been before the National 
Association for some years, and we are happy to say that we are 
arriving, or have arrived, at something definite in the way of 
results. We believe a proper cost accounting system is abso- 
lutely vital to enable the distributor of paper to meet the keen 
competition that is ahead of him. In other words, it is necessary 
for the merchants to separate the retail from his wholesale busi- 
ness, and to separate his sales into various departments, so that 
each will stand on its own feet. In this way only can we give 
the proper service as well as the proper prices to the various 
classes into which these customers are divided. An intensive study 
of our own affairs makes us care less about what our competitor 
is doing, and when we adopt a selling policy based on the facts 
that this intensive study will reveal, we believe that many of our 
problems as merchants will disappear. 

“Again I want to repeat, that this is your association, and you 
do not want to be placed in the position of the man whom we 
met some months ago. When touring through the mountains we 
came upon a little clearing, with a shack and two people working 
on the so-called ‘farm.’ The man was sitting out in front of 
the shack smoking, while his wife was working in the little 
garden patch. In the course of the conversation, we asked the 
man if he ever did anything to support his house. He said, ‘Yes, 
I occasionally lean upon it.’ 

“Gentlemen, do not lean upon the association, put something 
into it.” 

Secretary Ridgway Complimented 

Presenting William C. Ridgway, secretary of the National Paper 
Trade Association, Mr. Ward said: ‘Those of us who are familiar 
with the association work know there is always in all associa- 
tions some man who, through his enthusiasm and planning is re- 
sponsible for its growth.* I think all of us who have been asso- 
ciated with Mr. Ridgway in any capacity feel that his devoted 
attention to all the interests of the N. P. T. A. has been one of 
the great factors in its accomplishments.” 

Secretary Ridgway did a rather novel stunt. Taking advantage 
of the point of a story told by a preceding speaker, he said: “Let 
a coin be tossed. If it’s heads, I speak, if it’s tail I sit down.” 
The coin came up tail. Mr. Ridgway smiled, thanked the tosser, 
wished all good luck—and sat down.

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STRIKE DECLARED OFF 
IN NORTHERN NEW YORK 


International Brotherhood of Paper Makers Issues Statement 
That Strike, Which Has Been Officially in Existence at 
Plants of Remington Paper & Power Co., Champion 
Paper Co., Racquette River Paper Co. and Donaconna 
Paper Co. Has Been Concluded—General Strike in 
Watertown Section Began Three Years Ago When Sev- 
eral Thousand Men Became Idle.

Watertown, N. Y., April 28, 1919.—The strike which has been 
officially in existence in the mills of the Remington Paper & Power 
Company at Norwood, Norfolk and Raymondville, the West End 
and Champion Paper Company at Carthage, the Racquette River 
Paper Company at Potsdam, the Donaconna Paper Company at 
Donaconna, Quebec, has just been declared off, according to in- 
formation now received. The International Brotherhood of Paper- 
makers has issued the official declaration. 

The ruling carries the announcement that from the standpoint 
of organized labor there is now no objections to organization 
members, sympathizers or friends now accepting employment. in 
these mills. This means that the large paper mills of these com- 
panies will no longer be considered on the unfriendly list, and 
that union men may take work in them with nonunion employees 
now working there. In other words, it would seem to be a 
concession on the part of the international authorities that the 
strikes in these mills have been lost and the open shop effectually 
established. 

At the time of the general strike in mills of this section of the 
state, put into effect more than three years ago, several thousand 
men were thrown into idleness in a stubborn fight that lasted 
vigorously for months and in name for all these years. There 
developed serious disorders at the Deferiets plant of the St. Regis 
Paper Company, which went into the courts, and resulted in jail 
sentences and high court legal battles for many months. The St. 
Regis Paper Company later turned its plants over to organized 
labor and passed out from under the strike order at that time. 

It is the last touch to a labor controversy of wide effect that 
has been dragging along since the general walkout over three 
years ago. 

Mr. Carlisle Attends New York Conference 

Floyd L. Carlisle, president of the St. Regis Paper Company 
and head of the committee of paper manufacturers, dealing with 
union leaders relative to the demand for new working agreements 
for May 11, returned from a conference in New York, held Friday. 

Asked concerning the results of the second conference, Mr. 
Carlisle said today that no agreement had been reached as yet, but 
that encouraging progress has been made toward a satisfactory 
settlement of the controversy. He said that an adjournment was 
taken to May 7, when it is hoped the troubles may be adjusted. 

This state of affairs does not apply to the International Paper 
‘Company, and no representative of that concern appeared at the 
conference Friday. 

Possibilities of Labor Trouble 

The possibility of labor troubles in the local mills of the Inter- 
national Paper Company seem to be getting stronger with the 
accumulating of facts relating to the attitude of the management 
and the labor leaders. The fact that the company declined to 
appear at the New York conferences at which five companies were 
represented, indicated that it would persist in its stand that the 
present agreement does not expire until six months after the Pres- 
ident of the United States declares peace. The labor leaders take 
the attitude that the present agreements under the War Labor

Board expired May 11, and the demands for a new agreement at 
that time may lead to a general strike. What other companies in 
this district affected will do with the employees remains to be 
announced, 

The attitude of the International Paper Company is set forth in 
no uncertain terms in a circular letter which has just been re- 
ceived by employees in the local mills and which was printed in 
the Paper TRADE JouRNAL last week.

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PAPER DEMAND IN TORONTO 
REPORTED SOMEWHAT FREER 


Jobbers Have No Complaints to Offer as to the Volume of 
Orders—Production Is Undoubtedly Running Ahead of 
Immediate Requirements, But the Canadian Paper and 
Pulp Industry Is Banking Strongly on Export Business— 
Preference for Canadian Goods from Great Britain and 
Other Parts of the Empire Is Expected, and if This Ma- 
terializes It Will Give a Powerful Impetus to Industry. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Toronto, Ont., April 30, 1919—Buying on the whole is some- 
what freer, and jobbers have no complaints to offer as to the 
volume of orders. Of course, production is undoubtedly running 
ahead of immediate requirements, but the Canadian pulp and 
paper industry is banking strongly on export business. A pref- 
erence for Canadian goods from Great Britain and other parts 
of the Empire is expected, and if this materializes it will give a 
powerful impetus to the domestic industry. Further, Canada 
expects to get a strong hold on the United States markets for 
pulp before European exporters can get going again. 

The rag and paper market is quiet. A leading dealer just 
back from England states that, while at present high freight 
rates are retarding shipments, there is eventually a good outlook 
for their business as England is in the market. 

Export of Pulp Wood 

A bill has been passed by the Ontario Legislature permitting 
the export from crown lands in the province of poplar pulp 
wood. An act exists which prohibits the export of pulp wood 
in general from crown lands, except in a manufactured state. 
However, it has been found that at present there is no market 
in Ontario for poplar, all the mills using spruce or other timber. 
The result is that in cutting the spruce or other timber, the 
poplar is practically wasted, because it cannot be sold to Canadian 
mills, as it is scattered through the spruce. There was no oppo- 
sition to the measure in the Legislature, it being recognized that 
there had been a good deal of waste of poplar, and that the 
province might as well benefit from the dues that would be col- 
lected on such pulp wood as was exported from the province. 


British Columbia’s 1918 Production 

The report of the Forest Branch of the Department of Lands 
of British Columbia has just been issued. It shows a notable 
expansion in the production of pulp and paper in 1918 over 1917. 
Of sulphite pulp there was produced 66,054 tons, as against 
43,644 tons in 1917; of sulphate pulp, 12,188 tons, compared with 
2,863 tons, and of ground wood pulp, 91,145 tons, compared with 
65,620 tons. The output of news print paper amounted to 112,206 
tons, which is an increase of 36,000 tons, and of wrapping paper 
to 8,277 tons, an increase of 5,000 tons. 

An important amendment to the Forest Act of the province has 
just been made by the Legislature with a view to encouraging 
the development of the pulp industry. In brief, it provides that 
where a timber license covers timber that is considered more 
valuable for pulp purposes than for lumber, this license may be 
converted into a pulp license, provided the holder complies with 
the statutory requirements of erecting a pulp plant at a value 
of $300,000. Provision is also made for the valuing of timber 
on any site wanted for industrial purposes where that site is on 
land covered by an existing timber license. 


Economies in Government Printing . 

Reporting for the year 1918, the editorial committee of the 
Dominion Government, which commenced its work in October, 
1917, states that further important economies have been effected 


in the publication of government reports. The committee works 
in three directions—the elimination of superfluous material, the 
reduction in the size of editions and the substitution of cheaper 
qualities of paper. Statistics are given to show how these econo- 
mies are working out, particularly in the size and number of 
copies of the various publications. For instance, the Auditor. 
General’s report (4 vols.), which a year ago was cut down by 
1,200 sets, resulted in a saving in paper alone of 6 tons of “double 
royal printing,” with approximately $1,200. It is now found 
that it can stand a further reduction of 1,500 sets, or 7%4 tons 
additional of paper saved, of an approximate value of $1,500, 

With regard to the substitution of cheaper paper, this is being 
done in the case of publications which are not likely to be kept. 
It is pointed out that the ordinary report paper which in pre- 
war days cut about 4 cents a pound, has for many months shaded 
a fraction under 10 cents a pound. Even the daily routine papers 
of both houses of parliament are now being printed on news 
print paper, and this will be continued until the price of “double 
royal printing” gets down to normal. 

The committee has also been engaged in formulating a series 
of regulations standardizing government stationery and office 
supplies. Fourteen rules have been laid down, among which 
may be noted the following: Only British-made typewriting and 
carbon papers will be permitted; four standard-sized envelopes 
are specified, but no special sized envelopes will be allowed, walyss 
approved by the committee; letterheads are to be made in three 
sizes, 8 x 13, 8 x 10 and 8 x 6%; No. 16 substance weight 
(17 x 22—16 pounds to 500 sheets) is to be the maximum weight 
for all correspondence; die-stamped crested paper, with matching 
envelopes, is allowed only to ministers and deputy ministers; 
all other letterheads are to be printed letter-pass from time; 
when storage facilities permit, one year’s supply of all standard 
forms are to be ordered at once.

KALAMAzoO, Mich., April 30, 1919—O. B. Towne and family 
are moving from Kalamazoo to take up their future residence in 
New York City, where Mr. Towne will be located as treasurer 
and executive secretary of the Wax Paper Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation of the United States. The offices are at 505 Fifth avenue. 

This organization was formed this year at the great annual 
gathering of paper interests in New York City during February, 
and has chosen the following officers: President, J. D. Goldberg, 
of the Hammersley Manufacturing Company, New York; vice- 
president, W. J. Eisner, of the Parrafine and Parchment Com- 
pany, Newark, N. J.; secretary, J. W. Hurlbut, Bennington Wax 
Paper Company, Bennington, Vt.; treasurer and executive secre- 
tary, O. B. Towne; chairman of the executive committee, Jacob 
Kindelberger, Kalamazoo Vegetable Parchment Company, Kala- 
mazoo. 

“It is our plan to have monthly meetings,” said Mr. Towne.

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PAPER DEMAND IN CHICAGO 
REPORTED SOMEWHAT BETTER 


General Condition of the Trade Throughout the City Is a 
Little More Satisfactory Than Last Week—Some Grades 
of Paper Have Experienced a Distinct Revival of Activity, 
While Others Continue Very Quiet—Both Coated and 
Uncoated Book Papers as Well as Coarse Papers Have 
Been Considerably More Active—Some Dealers, How- 
ever, Do Not Believe That Quotations Can Go Lower. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Cuicaco, April 27, 1919.—The general condition of the paper 
trade of the city was a little more satisfactory last week. Some 
grades of paper have experienced a distinct revival, while others 
remain about the same as they have been for several months 
past, which is to say, they have been very quiet. In the book 
paper line there was a spirited demand during the week, the 
inquiry being for both coated and uncoated papers. The coarse 
paper market also showed a little more activity. Prices remained 
about the same all along the line. Experienced dealers in paper 
do not believe that quotations can go much lower than they are 
at the present time, although there is an occasional pessimist who 
declares that the bottom has not yet been reached. Fine papers 
have been very quiet, and it is the general feeling in the trade 
that prices are too high to allow a free movement. Mill agents, 
however, give the dealers little hope of lower prices, on account 
of the disposition of the cost of production to remain about where 
it was during the war. The converters are given some hope 
because of the rapid decline in the prices which are being paid 
for old paper stock and rags. Old paper stock (newspaper) is 
selling at about 25 cents, and magazines are bringing not more 
than 40 cents, even when clean and desirable stock. 


National Foreign Trade Council Meets 

The sixth annual convention of the National Foreign Trade 
Council, which met at the Congress Hotel this week, was attended 
by a representative body of men who came from all parts of the 
country. Owing to the broadness of the subject, however, it was 
not possible to get down to details in carrying out the program, 
and the majority of the discussions bore on matters of general 
policy rather than on concrete facts. 

The position of the government with reference to the emergency 
fleet created during the war was one of the main subjects dis- 
cussed. The shipping board was bitterly attacked in the presence 
of former President Edward N. Hurley. Experienced export 
men charged that the Government had refused to take the counsel 
of ship builders of national reputation, and had built dozens of 
ships which are too small to profitably engage in export trade, in 
competition with the better planned ships of other nations. Mr. 
Hurley responded to the attack in his address by making the 
statement that during the war the ships were developed along 
lines which would most quickly lead to the defeat of the submarine 
menace and of the enemy as a whole. The desirability of the 
ships for after-war use was necessarily only a second considera- 
tion. 

Much progress was made in the discussion of foreign credits. 
A group of bankers and credit men was in closed session through- 
out the three days for the purpose of considering this subject, 
and it is believed that a new plan will soon be announced, which 
will make it absolutely safe for a manufacturer in this country 
to sell a customer in some foreign country whom he has never 
seen, and on whose financial standing he has no line. 

A feature of the convention was the presence of a large delega- 
tion representing the Sovict Government of Russia. This delega- 
tion announced: that it is ready to pay in gold for American 


products of all kinds, including paper, just as soon as the Goy. 
ernment of this country lifts its embargo. The delegation stipu- 
lated, however, that only goods of union manufacture wil] be 
purchased.

MAKES ITS CAPITAL $205,000 


The Additional Capital Will Be Used to Pay for Extensive 
Additions and Improvements Made to the Plant During the 
Past Year and a Half—Pulp Mill Has Been Entirely 
Rebuilt and Transformed Into One That Can Produce 
the Finest Bleached Sulphite—Conditions for Women 
Employed in Paper Mills of Kalamazoo Is Greatly Im- 
proved—Contract Let for Box Factory at White Pigeon. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Katamazoo, Mich., April 28, 1919——The Northern Michigan 
Pulp Company, Grand Rapids and Petoskey, has increased its 
capital stock from $100,000 to $250,000, the additional capital 
being required to pay for extensive additions and improvements 
to the plant made during the past year and a half. The work has 
been done under the direction of A. A. Wheat, of Kalamazoo, 
who is manager of the plant. 

During the period of time above designated and following the 
burning of the paper mill adjoining, the old Bear River pulp mill, 
as it was then known, has been entirely rebuilt and transformed 
into one that can produce the finest grades of bleached sulphite. 
The capacity has also been advanced from 30,000 to 60,000 pounds 
every 24 hours. 

A digester has been added, giving the plant three in all. Eight 
screens, three blow pits and two wet machines are also part of 
the new equipment installed. There is a complete new bleach 
equipment, with a concrete vat and a new acid equipment with 
a concrete Jensen tower. 

New wells are being sunk to secure an adequate supply of pure 
water, while other machinery will be ordered in the near future 
for further enlargement of the plant’s capacity. The company 
possesses an excellent water power, sufficient for its needs with a 
duplicate steam plant. 


Women Labor in Kalamazoo 

Kalamazoo has long been proclaimed the haven for women 
workers in Michigan. Outside of Detroit and among the pros- 
perous intermediate communities, Kalamazoo has long ranked 
first in the percentage of female employees in the factories in pro- 
portion to the population. That was true before the war; it is 
equally true today. 

The evil in years past has been the low wages paid to women, 
thus tending to cut Kalamazoo’s average daily pay to a very low 
point as compared with other cities in the State. Fortunately, 
during the past six years there has been a decided move to 
remedy this condition, and manufacturers are now generally will- 
ing to pay a living wage. 

Take, for example, the paper mills. Years ago the average 
pay for female help was only $5 to $6 a week. Now the mini- 
mum wage is $12, with large numbers drawing $16 to $18 regu- 
larly. In fact, the paper mills have led in boosting the pay of 
their girls, also in providing favorable working conditions for 
them. It is safe to say that at this time the women employed 
in the local paper mills are the best paid of any female workers 
in the State; that is, factories outside Detroit, Highland Park and 
Hamtramack. 

’ The statistics for Kalamazoo alone show that the seven paper 
companies had 822 women on their payrolls. The auxiliary con- 
cerns in the paper line employed 595 women. 

Many of the factories in Kalamazoo have in recent years 
taken steps greatly to improve the working conditions of their 
female help. Mrs. Jane Shaw and Mrs. Fred Stone conduct 
well organized welfare departments at the Bryant Paper Company 
and the Kalamazoo Paper Company, respectively. The Good 


Fellowship League, comprising ten factories, is under the diree. 
tion of Mr. and Mrs, Harry Phillips. Of these the Hawthorne 
Paper Company, Kalamazoo Loose Leaf Binder Company, Kala- 
mazoo Paper Box Company, the Upjohn Company, Kalamazoo 
Corset Company, Shakespeare Company, Kalamazoo Pant Com- 
pany and Kalamazoo Laundry Company are large employers of 
women. The other two—Standard Page Company and Harrow 
Spring Company—employ men exclusively. 7 

Through the agencies mentioned the employees are getting 
together, becoming acquainted and enjoying privileges that years 
ago were considered utopian and the products of unsound business 
ethics. They have been found to pay morally, socially and finan- 
cially. 

Comfortable rest rooms, lunch rooms and suitable bath and 
toilet facilities are common in all Kalamazoo factories today, 
especially in those that use women labor, while health and sani- 
tation are closely guarded. More important still there prevails 
a much better spirit of mutual understanding and good fellow- 
ship between employers and employees than ever prevailed before, 
Wartime attivities have taught the whole community that there 
are really a lot of decent people in every class of society. 


Boehme & Rauch So. Buy Property 
It is reported from Monroe, Mich., that the Boehme & Rauch 
Company has recently purchased the Sterling farm of several 
hundreds of acres extent. Henry Ford, of automobile fame, is 
said to figure in this transaction. The price paid for the property 
was well up into six figures. The future plans of the purchasers 
are not divulged. 


New Box Factory for White Pigeon 

H. L. Vanderhorst has been awarded the contract to erect the 
new box factory for the White Pigeon Paper Company, White 
Pigeon, Mich. This concern is an auxiliary of the Eddy Paper 
Company, and will engage in the manufacture of the better grade 
of boxes. 

Cobb & Billingham, architects and engineers, have completed 
the plans for the new structure, and Mr. Vanderhorst has been 
asked to have the plant completed within 40 days’ time and ready 
for operation. Orders are now being placed for machinery, and 
early delivery is assured. 


Otto Ihling in Kalamazoo 50 Years 

Otto Ihling, printer, paper dealer, stationer and book-binder, 
and one of the most widely known business men in Michigan, 
is this month celebrating the fiftieth anniversary of his business 
career in Kalamazoo. 

A native of Germany, he immigrated to Milwaukee, and in 
April, 1869, came to Kalamazoo and started a small bindery. A 
year later he was joined by his brother, Reinold, and the firm was 
known as Ihling Brothers. The printing department was added 
in 1871, and for twelve years the firm published The Michigan 
Freemason. Still later was added the stationery line, and for 
many years this concern held the contract for all the State print- 
ing and office supplies. 

The late Herbert H. Everard, who during the last years of his 
life was president of the Detroit Sulphite Pulp and Paper Com- 
pany and managing director of the Munising Paper Company, 
joined Ihling Brothers as partner in 1887. 

During recent years this concern has embraced regalia making, 
and that is now the chief line. The company celebrated its fiftieth 
anniversary by beginning work on an order for 800 volumes of 
a war record book for the State of Michigan, bound in full 
leather. It will cost $15,000. The book provides for complete 
records of the war activities of all men in the service and is loose 
leaf in character. A similar order has been placed by the State 
of Louisiana. 

Mr. Otta Ihling has been once alderman and three times mayor 
of Kalamazoo. He was also a member of the police and fire com- 
mission, a Republican elector in 1892, and recently a member of 
the Republican State Central Committee.

President George A. Galliver Denies Rumors to the Effect that 
His Firm and the International Paper Co. Are to Merge 
or that the International Paper Co. Has Bought a Con- 
trolling Interest in His Company—Connecticut Valley 
Branch of the Cost Association Has Interesting Meeting— 
Holyoke Paper Concerns and Paper Workers Respond 
Generously to the Victory Liberty Loan.

Hotyoxe, Mass., April 28, 1919.—The continued reports that 
have been travelling the rounds for some time that the controlling 
interest in the American Writing Paper Company would change 
hands, was emphatically denied last week by President George A. 
Galliver. The reports for the most part had it that the American 
Writing and International Paper Company were to merge, while 
some other reports had it that the International Company was 
to purchase the controlling interest. “The control of the Amer- 
ican Writing Paper Company is not for sale,” was the statement 
given out by President Galliver.

Recovery of Waste Paraffined Paper 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Mapison, Wis., April 29, 1919.—The Forest Products Labora- 
tory of the Forest Service has just made the following interesting 
report on the recovery of waste paraffined paper: 

“In the process of manufacturing paraffined paper and various 
products such as cartons, cups and wrappers, large quantities 
of impregnated paper stock are now wasted. In the making of 
paraffined paper alone, it is estimated, the daily waste amounts to 
8 to 10 tons. 

“An opportunity for the recovery of a large part of such waste 
paper and impregnating material is offered in the application of a 
method recently developed at the laboratory, providing mill trials 
are as successful as the semi-commercial laboratory work indi- 
cates. 

“The recovery method consists in treating the finely shredded 
waste with petroleum oil solvent in a series of extractions, which 
removes practically all the paraffin. The paraffin is afterwards 
separated from the solvent, which is used again. The solvent left 
clinging to the extracted paper is also recovered by a steaming 
process. 

A paper fully as strong as the original can be made from the 
remaining pulp.”

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The Cost Assoriation 


The officers and committees of the Cost Association of the Paper 
Industry, which was organized at Buffalo in December of last 
year, have developed progressive plans for the furtherance of 
the association’s work, chief of which is the establishment of full 
recognition in the paper industry of the sound business principle 
of basing selling price on true cost. To obtain this end, three lines 
of activity have been worked out: 

First, the formation of local sections, or divisions, in the vari- 
ous paper mill centers of the country. Through these sectional 
organizations the representatives of a number of mills in any one 
locality will be afforded an opportunity of getting together per- 
iodically and discussing practical cost problems with one another, 
thereby adding to the common knowledge of, and stimulating 
interest in, better and truer costs. 

Second, the organization of mills into classified groups inter- 
ested in the manufacture of like products. That is to say, book 
manufacturers in one group, wrapping paper manufacturers in 
another, writing paper manufacturers in another, and so on, through 
all the branches of the industry. Although the basic principles of 
cost accounting are the same, nevertheless conditions exist peculiar 
to each of the branches of the industry and in these classified 
group organizations due consideration will be given to the full dis- 
cussion of the particular problems of each. 

Third, a committee on co-operation composed of trained paper 
mill accountants is being formed, and members of this committee 
will be ready at all times to advise and render definite assistance 
upon request to mills contemplating the installation of a cost sys- 
tem, or the further development of their present methods. 

A convention of the cost association will be held at the Black- 
stone Hotel at Chicago, on May 14 and 15. Representative 
men from all branches of the industry are planning to attend the 
important conferences and discussions. Several interesting ad- 
dresses have been arranged, and as a formal part of the program 
the Chemical Paper Manufacturing Company of Holyoke, Mass., 
will on the afternoon of May 14 present its cost system in detail. 
Charts and forms used in the compilation of their costs will be 
on exhibition, and capable assistants will be on hand to give 
detailed explanations. On Thursday morning, May 15, the local 
divisions will meet and in the afternoon of the same day the 
classified groups will hold their sessions, which will immediately 
be followed by a short business meeting. The convention will 
terminate Thursday evening with a banquet and other closing fea- 
tures. 

Because of the work already accomplished, and which it is 
planned to undertake, the association deserves the hearty co-opera- 
tion of members of the paper trade interested in this feature of 
the business.

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Folding Box Manufacturers to Meet 


The Folding Box Manufacturers National Association will 
hold its next meeting at the Hotel Traymore, Atlantic City, on 
Thursday and Friday, May 29 and 30. Co-operative management 
and profit sharing are prominently featured for discussion at 
this meeting. Magnus Alexander, Managing Director, National 
Industrial Conference Board and Consulting Engineer of the 
General Electric Company, will address the members. It is 
understood that the cooperative and profit sharing plans most 
recently adopted will be discussed. Another address on labor 
relations will be made by James A. Emory of Washington, D. C. 
It is probable also that intensive industrial training will be taken 
up and possibly very thoroughly discussed at this meeting. 

The officials of the association are looking forward with a keen 
degree of interest to the proceedings of the Chamber of Com- 
merce of the United States, at its meeting about to be held at 
St. Louis. One important feature of its program involves action 
on a set of resolutions urging Congress to enact legislation 
amendatory to the anti-trust laws in order that reasonable trade 
agreements may be permitted under appropriate governmental 
regulation. This and recommended legislation is 
naturally of great interest to all trade associations and the members 
of the folding box association may be called upon at this meeting 
to give their support to this proposed constructive legislation 

A comprehensive cost accounting manual covering the complete 
details of the Uniform Cost System which is gradually being in- 
stalled in folding box plants throughout the country is about to be 
distributed to the members. One session at Atlantic City will be 
devoted to a full consideration of the details of this manual in 
order that the principles of the system may be thoroughly under- 
stood by all accountants whose duty it is to carry out these princi- 
ples. The installation is now practically complete in about thirty 
plants and partially complete in a number of others. It will re- 
quire several months still to complete this work among the entire 
membership. The system is being installed by The Stevenson Cor- 
poration, an organization of industrial engineers of high repute. 
The work is directed by a Joint Cost Committee representing three 
groups of color printers and lithographers, including the folding 
box manufacturers. 

This cost committee has kept in mind from the inception of the 
work the following features as being essential elements of a cost 
system to meet the varying needs of the industry: 

(1) The assembling of all elements of cost in one and the 
same manner in all plants in order that true comparisons may be 
made. 

(2) Provision for variations in application to meet the special 
needs of various products or processes without disturbing the 
element of uniformity in principle. 

(3) Provision for a monthly profit and loss statement that re- 
flects the actual financial condition of the business every month. 

(4) The developing of standardized cost rates for each process 


of manufacture incident to the industry that will stand the test 
of any analysis.

Japan’s Paper Trade 


The following interesting unofficial report has reached here 
concerhing the paper trade of Japan from reliable sources: 

“In the paper trade holders, or rather manufacturers who back 
them up, are strongly determined to keep up the ruling price of 
printing and other qualities of paper, but their attitude is as 
strongly opposed by buyers with their complete abstinence from 
purchase. Thus the trade is at a deadlock. Cardboards are in a 
similar condition, but it is inevitable that they will come down, it 
is believed. 

“As a rule, demand for printing paper begins to expand with the 
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coming of spring here, but the trade is now in a lull and hardly 
any fluctuations are noticed. The holders’ effects to maintain 
their war profit results only in the decline in business, as buyers 
question how long they can stick to this attitude, and wait for 
their breakdown. 

“In the opinion of holders, their position is not so weak as the 
buyers believe. Their effort will be successful in time, they be- 
lieve, for foreign suppliers have to cater to buyers in their own 
countries, which are quite short of paper, and they cannot under- 
take any importation of importance into this country. 

“It is expected by importers that with the decline in freightage 
on the Pacific America will try to increase its import of news print 
into Japan. Even at present old contracts are being filed by 
America fairly well. The buyers withholding from purchases will 
also begin to tell on the visible supply, and soon holders will be 
made to feel the weight of accumulating stock on hand. If the 
monetary situation becomes unfavorable, some wholesale mer- 
chants will have to give in and undersell manufacturers’ standard 
quotations. 

“It is to be noted that manufacturers are maintaining the war 
rate of production in spite of the declining tendency in demand, 
and it is feared by their wholesale merchants that much will thus 
be added to the accumulation of stocks. 

“All domestic users of cardboards have ceased to cover their 
requirements, and the visible stocks, which has always been short 
since the outbreak of the war, is becoming bigger, beyond the 
existing demand. The export trade, which had expanded with 
much strength during the war years, is also on the ebb. China 
and Siberia have bought fairly well so far, but they, too, are 
stocked up, and in their market a pretty large stock is said to wait 
for buyers. The Dutch East Indies has also ceased to inquire 
after Japanese cardboards.”

What with 
the Liberty Loan and the trio of trade dinners—of the Paper 
Trade, the Stock Dealers and the Coarse Paper Division and 
finally the all-engrossing Victory Loan in which the trade is taking 
a most enthusiastic part, there was no idle time on hand for any 
one to mope, even if the disposition to do so existed. But there 
is no desire to mope—the comeraderie of the dinners was con- 
tagious, the enthusiasm of the Victory Loan was spontaneous, and 
so a week uneventful so far as mere trading is concerned but 
cram full of things which mean great benefits to every one passed 
aiong quite merrily. 

The tone of the market is unchanged, as too are prices on papers 
generally and on both rag and paper stock. If but one word could 
be used to describe conditions that word would be listlessness or 
indifference. 

Neither buyers nor sellers were active, for both seemed to be 
but marking time.

The chief consumer of the 
waste material of this country is the city dump, but the Waste 
Reclamation Service has formulated a plan which will lessen the 
annual loss through this channel. In conjunction with the 
National “Clean up and Paint up” Campaign Bureau and the 
Savings Division of the United States Treasury, the Department 
has established a new competitor for the waste material of this 
country. The War Savings Stamp and the Thrift Stamp will 
now compete with the city dump for the thousands of tons of 
valuable waste material which are now lost through our present 
method of disposal. 

This is “Clean up and Paint up” time, and the accumulation 
of the winter will shortly be moving to the dump. In our urban

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New York Market Review 


OrFice OF THE Paper TrapEe JouRNAL, 
Wenpnespay, April 30, 1919. 

There has been no change in the condition of the New York 
market this week, and the trade continues to mark time awaiting 
future developments. There has been no notable increase in the 
demand for paper, and buyers are still purchasing only such sup- 
plies as their immediate demands require. There is enough busi- 
ness, however, to permit paper mills to run on longer schedules, 
and reports continue to come in from all parts of the country, 
that each day more machines are being put into operation. As 
soon as the peace treaty is signed, and the Victory Loan is com- 
pleted, merchants will be able to gauge the future more accurately, 
and at that time they will probably start buying operations on a 
much larger scale. At present there is no choice other than to 
pursue the policy of “watchful waiting,” as no one is able to 
predict just what course events will take. 

News print mills are still receiving enough business to keep 
them busy, and the demand for news print has been active this 
week, Newspaper publishers are using a great deal of paper at 
present, by reason of the fact that they are running more adver- 
tising columns than they have run in some time, and in addition 
to this, publishers have feared that a strike may be called at the 
news mills, and they have for that reason been buying all the 
paper for which they have available storage space. As soon as 
the differences between the manufacturers and the laborers are 
definitely settled, the demand may slow up, but for the present 
news is being bought in sizable tonnages. Prices for all grades 
have been maintained this week, and quotations have not changed. 

With magazine publishers still coming into the open market to 
buy book paper to increase their contract supplies, this market 
remains very active. The book paper market differs from the 
market for other grades of paper, in that the users of this class 
of paper are placing orders for future deliveries. This is caused 
by the fact that magazines receive their advertising contracts, 
months in advance, and they can afford to make long-term con- 
tracts with paper mills, and gamble on the chance that prices will 
come down. Quotations for transient business have been steady 
this week, and there have been no price changes. 

No new developments have been reported in the coarse paper 
market this wek. The majority of dealers continue to quote prices 
at the same levels that were reported last week, and the market is 
for the most part unchanged. 

The board market has been a trifle firmer this week. Dealers 
report that the demand has been fairly large for all grades of 
board, and stocks are. moving in good quantities. Prices have 
remained unchanged for all grades, and last week’s figures are 
still being quoted. 

Kraft tissue was the only grade of tissue paper to show a decline 
in price this week. Other grades have continued in fair demand, 
and dealers are continuing to make sales at former prices. 

Writing papers have remained in good demand this week. Some 
dealers are looking for an advance in quotations should the 


present demand continue, but for the present prices have remained 
unchanged. 





Ground Wood 

With the news print mills remaining active, the demand for 
ground wood has continued good this week. As has been reported 
in these columns previously, stocks on hand at the grinding mills 
are not as large as has been generally believed. Grinders have 
been making large shipments to foreign consumers, and a great 
deal of mechanical pulp has been taken out of the American 
market. Now that several news print mills have been buying 
mechanical pulp in the open market to increase their contract 
supplies, stocks have been still further depleted. Prices have not 
been affected by these conditions, however, and quotations con- 
tinue $27 for ground wood in the East, and $29@30 in the West. 





Chemical Pulp 


Prices have continued to decline for several grades of chemical 
pulp this week, but business has nevertheless been transacted on 
a larger scale than it has for some time previous. Dealers report 
that orders have been received during the week, which have in- 
volved larger tonnages than have been ordered in some time, and 
stocks have been moving in greater volume. This is, of course, 
due to the fact that as paper mills resume operations, a larger 
quantity of pulp is needed, and consequently the demand has been 
of larger proportions. Importers are still facing the same con- 
ditions that they have been called upon to face since the signing 
of the armistice, and as a consequence it is thought highly im- 
probable that much pulp will be brought into this country from 
Scandinavia for some time. Manufacturing costs are extremely 
high on the other side, and as a result prices that must be paid 
for foreign pulp are so high that imported pulp can not compete 
with the domestic product. 


Rags 

The possibility that conditions will soon shape themselves in the 
rag market so that foreign rags may again be imported profitably, 
is engaging a good deal of interest among rag dealers this week. 
At present prices are so high on the other side that dark cottons 
is the only grade which may be imported at a profit, but after 
the peace treaty is signed conditions may so shape themselves that 
other grades will be imported. Foreign rags have not come into 
this country in any great quantities since 1914, and a return to 
the business of importing rags would greatly affect the domestic 
market. Prices for rags have been firmer this week, and advances 
have been noted in the quotations of several grades. Roofing is 
notably firmer this week, the demand having improved sufficiently 
to permit an advance of fifty cents a ton for the higher grades. 


Bagging 

The better grades of bagging have continued to gain strength 
this week, and the whole market, in fact, has been generally 
firmer. The mills are again buying bagging in sizable quantities, 
and the demand is reported as good for all grades. The poorer 
grades of bagging continue to move in only restricted volumes, 
but dealers are so greatly encouraged by the trend that the market 
has taken that they are inclined to overlook this, and take an 
optimistic view of the whole situation. While a slight decline has 
been noted in quotations on several grades of manila rope, quota- 
tions have advanced on wool tares, gunny, and bright bagging and 
should the demand continue strong, further advances will probably 
soon be noted. 


Paper Stock 


A rumor was circulated among paper stock dealers this week, 
which led to the belief that board manufacturers had adopted a 
set of classifications under which mixed papers were to be sold. 
This rumor has been spread among the trade from time to time 
for some years now, and as has been the case in the past, no one 
seems able to verify it. It has been the intention of the board 
makers to adopt a classification similar to the one in use by roofing 
mills at the present time, but they have never united and formed 
any organization to insist upon packers living up to their classifi- 
cations. As described by the packers, the classification would 
call for the grading of all mixed papers, and about five different 
grades, similar to the roofing grades would be formed. None of 
the local buyers of mixed paper knew anything about such a 
movement having been started, but all agree that such classifica- 
tions would be of great benefit to all concerned. 

The market for old waste papers has not changed to any appre- 
ciable degree this week, and while none of the grades have been 
any firmer, only mixed papers have been weaker. This one grade 


is practically “dead” at present, but all other grades have remained 
as heretofore.

Service Commission in intra-State developments and under Gov- 

ernment Water Power Commissioners where Public Service Com- 
mission does not exist. 

“5. Authority for issuing of leases or permits is vested in a 
commission composed of the Secretaries of War, Interior, and 
Agriculture, which shall fix the conditions surrounding leases and 
permits and establish the charge to be paid by the lessees to the 
Government. 

“It is the opinion of the best informed Washington legislative 
circles that this measure is by far the best bill ever introduced 
in Congress in connection with water power development and 
that it fully and adequately protects the interests of the public 
and at the same time assures to capital a fair basis for invest- 
ment in developments lying in the public domain or on non- 
navigable streams of the country. 

“In view of the fact that the measure was not defeated by 
vote and had passed the House by an overwhelming majority 
and it is generally considered that it would have received a 
majority of votes in the Senate, it will be possible to re-introduce 
the bill at the opening of the next session of Congress and its 
passage should follow shortly thereafter. 

“As the consideration of the bill has been exhaustive and 
thorough, it is believed that there will be no necessity of refer- 
ring same back to committees for consideration, as further dis- 
cussion would be purely academic and the bill should be submitted 
in its present form. Necessary amendments, if any, would then 
be made in either branch of Congress. It is believed that no 
attempt should be made to change the present form of the bill 
as it appears. 

“The Honorable Thetus Simms, chairman of the House Con- 
ferees, in presenting the bill on Congress, designated it as the best 
piece of water power legislation that had ever been presented 
to Congress, and expressed the opinion that it was a measure 
which could not be improved upon. 


Lacks Survey and Inventory 

“Efforts of the International and other American companies to 
get the co-operation of our Government and the publishers, in 
an effort to secure a modification of laws or regulations that 
prevent the importation of wood from Crown lands held by 
American manufacturers either by purchase or lease, should re- 
ceive our cordial co-operation. 

“The president of this association has called attention to the 
governmental survey or inventory of the timber resources of the 
country. I wish as chairman of the Paper Committee to em- 
phasize the worth of this effort. 

“IT trust we all realize what it would mean to this country if 
its finances were administered under a highly efficient budget

system instead of the present loose and utterly inefficient methods. 
now prevailing. In the same way the Government has Set aside 
vast forest reserves but without an efficient survey and inventory, 

“American manufacturers have frequently pointed out the fact 
that in the Adirondacks and many of the other forest reserves 
as well, there is plenty of pine spruce again and rapidly becoming 
unfit for use that should be cut. It is believed that this survey 
and inventory would disclose the exact condition of such timber 
and lead to some ‘wise measures for its use. This, of course, 
should be accompanied by a liberal plan for reforestation. 

“If these suggestions of the manufacturers should become ef- 
fective through act of the Congress, it would save to the industry 
millions of cords of suitable wood and effect a great saving to the 
publishers of the country. I trust every member of this organi- 
zation will co-operate in the several efforts which have been 
suggested.

WANT EMBARGO EXTENDED 


He estimated that of the 5,536,802 cords of spruce wood used in 
the United States in 1917, nearly two-thirds was imported from 
Canada. For, despite the embargo, wood cut from private lands- 
and settlers’ lots still goes to the United States in large quantities 
every year. The Canadian wood exported to the States in 1913 
was valued at $6,806,945; 1914, $7,388,770; 1915, $6,817,311; 1916, 
$5,743,847; 1917, $6,448,198; 1918, $8,339,278. The current fiscal 
year will total over $12,000,000. This wood, if manufactured into 
paper in Canada, would have had an added value more than four 
times the amount it brought in its manufactured state. 

Canadian pulp and paper interests now contend that, instead 
of removing the embargo from wood cut on Crown lands it ought, 
in the interests of the country and in order to conserve our raw 
material for our own uses, to be extended to wood cut on private 
lands and settlers’ lots. 


Sulphite By-Products Plant at York Haven 


Yorx Haven, Pa., April 30, 1919—The installation of a plant 
for the concentration of the sulphite waste liquors, thereby con- 
verting them into various useful products, is being considered 
by the York Haven Paper Company, according to the York 
Dispatch. Equipment for an experimental plant is now being 
sought by the officials of the paper company. 

It is expected to have the plant here in operation within the 
next few months.

Misrellaneous Markets

ALUM.—Quotations on all grades of alum have remained 
steady this week. Dealers report that the market continues quiet 
with stocks moving in the same volume as a week ago. Prices 
now being quoted are as follows: Lump ammonia, 4.25@4.50c. per 
pound, and powdered alum 4.50@5c. per pound. Lump potash 
9@10c. per pound; chrome potash, 18@19c. per pound, and chrome 
ammonia, 15@17c. per pound, 

BLANC FIXE.—There has been but little improvement in the 
demand for blanc fixe this week. Manufacturers report that the 
market is quiet, but prices have been maintained, because of man- 
ufacturing costs. An improvement in the demand is looked for 
in the near future, however, and at that time an advance in quota- 
tions is also expected. At present dry blanc fixe is selling for 4c. 
per pound, while blanc fixe in pulp form is bringing a price of 
$40@45 per ton. 

BLEACHING POWDER.—There have been no new develop- 
ments in the bleach situation this week. Both domestic and export 
inquiries for bleaching powder have continued light, and manu- 
facturers report that the volume of stock moving is not large. 
Quotations continue 2c. per pound for bleaching powder packed 
for domestic use, and 2.50@2.75c. for bleach packed for export. 

BRIMSTONE.—There has been no change in the brimstone 
market this week. Producers report that production has been 
normal, and an average number of sales and shipments have been 
made during the week. Quotations remain at $22@23 per ton for 
brimstone for domestic use and $26@27.50 per ton for brimstone 
for export. 

CASEIN.—There has been a slight decline in casein quotations 
this week. The demand is still of fairly large proportions, how- 
ever, and dealers report that there is a good volume of stock 
moving. The resumption of the harbor strike at Buenos Aires 
has taken all the imported casein out of the market, and only 
the domestic product is now being sold. This is bringing a price 
of 13@15c. per pound. 

CAUSTIC SODA.—Quotations on caustic soda have been 
steady since their decline of last week, but the market remains 
practically lifeless. Dealers report that there is no great demand 
for spot stock from domestic sources, though the export demand 
is of fair proportions. Quotations on spot caustic continue 
2.65@2.85c. 

CHINA CLAY.—The demand for clay has not increased this 
week, but the lull in the market is enabling dealers to fill their 
orders more promptly, and store a surplus of stocks at the mines. 
Production has been far below normal this winter, and at present 
stocks on hand at the mines are reported as low. Quotations 
on clay are now as follows: Crude domestic, $8@10, and washed 
at the mine, $11@13. Foreign clays range in price from $15@20, 
according to the grade. 

ROSIN.—Prices for rosin have been weaker this week. The 
demand has been slightly easier for all grades, and sales made 
during the week were not as numerous as those made last week. 
Quotations on papermakers’ grades of rosin on yard New York, 
are as follows: E, $12.45@12.50; F, $12.50@12.60; G, $12.55@ 
12.65. 


SATIN WHITE.—The demand for satin white continues good. 
Manufacturers report that they are making a large number of 
sales and shipments daily, and there is a good quantity of stock 
moving. The price of satin white remains 2.25@2.50c. 

STARCH.—For carload lots, freight prepaid to New York City, 
the following quotations are made 100 pounds: Globe starch, in 
bags, $5.12; in bbls., $5.34. Buffalo cornstarch, in bags, $5.27; in 
bbls., $5.49. Eagle finishing starch, in bags, $5.32. Crystal T. B. 
starch, No. 90, fluidity (hand packed), in bags, $5.72; in bbls., 
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$6.08. Crystal T. B, starch, No. 90, fluidity (machine packed), in 
bags, $5.67; in bbls., $5.93. 

SODA ASH.—The domestic demand for soda ash continues 
fairly active, while the demand from export sources remains 
light. Dealers report that stocks on hand are large, and prompt 
deliveries are made on all orders. Quotations continue 1.60@ 
1.62c. for soda ash in bags, and 1.85@2.50c. in bbls. 

SULPHATE OF ALUMINA.—The demand for all grades of 
sulphate of alumina continues light. Quotations have been main- 
tained this week, but dealers believe that unless the demand soon 
improves prices will fall to lower levels. At present 2.75@3c. is 
being quoted for the iron free grade, and 1.75@2c. is being asked 
for the commercial grade. 

TALC.—The demand for talc continues fair. Dealers report 
that they are making an average number of sales and shipments 
daily, and mills are buying fair tonnages. The price continues 
$12@20 per ton, according to the grade and quantity purchased.
